Enactment’ Due

A record appropriation ordi­ 
nance of $1,075,746.86 for 1964 
received its first reading when 
City Council convened Tuesday 
night at City Hall. 
The 
appropriation 
exceeds 
last year’s record figure of 
$997,075.56 by $78,671.30 a n d 
marks the first time in the 
city’s history that an appropria­ 
tion ordinance topped the $1 
million mark.

OhioGuard toConduct 
Maneuvers - - on Maps 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
full-scale division-sized attack 
maneuver, designed to develop 
skills in nearly all Dhases of 
modern warfare Including use 
of nuclear weapons, will be con­ 
ducted by the Ohio National 
Guard’s 37th Infantry Division 
March 14-15. 
Some 500 members of the 
division from cities throughout 
the state will participate in the 
attack problem, but chances are 
the residents around Ft. Hayes 
on Columbus’ near Northeast 
Side won’t even know there’s a 
battle going on. The entire 30- 
hour problem will be conducted 
on maps. 
The 37th—Ohio’s only Nation­ 
al Guard division—is one of four 
select units from the seven- 
state 2nd Army area chosen to 
participate in the exercise, cal­ 
led BEAR TRAP. 
Although the problems will be 
conducted on maps, it is de­ 
signed to be as realistic as pos­ 
sible without being held on ac­ 
tual terrain. Commanders will 
do their own planning with the 
tactical and administrative sit­ 
uations to confront the various 
units being revealed as the 
exercise progresses. 
2nd Army personnel from Ft. 
Meade, Md., acting as control­ 
lers, will be located in a con­ 


trol cent«1 and will create the 
situations requiring action by 
commanders at various levels 
down the line. 
Plenty of surprise problems— 
such as aggressor nuclear at­ 
tacks, loss of communications 
with certain units, infiltration 
by enemy guerrillas and unex­ 
pected bad weather — will be 
thrown into the situation to add 
realism. 
BEAR TRAP Is the first 


Army-level exercise conducted 
by the Ohio division since its 
reorganization under the ROAD 
(Reorganized Objective Army 
Division) concept last April. The 
reorganization was effected to 
give the division more mobility, 
firepower and flexibility for 
modern warfare. 
Participants in the exercise 
will come from each of the 64 
cities where the 37th has units.

Melt 
Va cup butter or margarine in 
large skillet. Saute I lb. mush­ 
rooms (sliced) or I (4 oz.) can 
sliced mushrooms and I med­ 
ium onion (sliced) over low heat 
until lightly and evenly brown­ 
ed. Sprinkle 2 tablespoons flour 
over mixture in skillet and stir 


to make smooth paste. Add Vt 
cup dry white wine.

The Senate-House Economic Committee 
Is taking a partisan view of the future, 
as could be expected. 
Democrats on the committee warn that 
the Johnson administration may cut the 
federal budget too much and throw the 
economy into a tailspin. Republicans warn 
it may not cut the budget enough and 
throw 
the economy into an ascending 
spiral of inflation. 
Republicans suspect the Democrats, 
who are in power, of booming the economy 
to make voters feel good for the national 
election this year. The fact Republicans 
would be doing the same thing if they 
were in power is inconsequential. 
Democrats, of course, think Republi­ 
cans are being spoil-sports when they talk 
about a Morning-After reaction, overlook­ 
ing their own attempts during the Eisen­ 
hower years to talk up a slump, in the 
hope of giving Republicans a black eye. 
So much for political partisanship in 
economics. It’s a bad mixture. 
There are, nevertheless, some things 
about government fiscal policy that are 
not partisan but objective. We ran into 
one in some observations about federal 
spending by the Council of State Cham­ 


bers of Commerce, a conservative, though 
not a partisan, organization. 
Commenting on claims of multibillion 
dollar savings in the Department of De­ 
fense, the council makes this wry state­ 
ment: 
“Little evidence of specific savings 
shows up in details explaining increases 
and decreases in fund requirement. . . It 
is suggested that definite reductions in de­ 
fense costs be effected by requiring the 
department to operate with somewhat less 
funds . . . A reduction of $1 billion in 
the $47.6 billion request for the four major 
line items would be only a little more 
than 2 per cent and should be a minimum 
expectation.” 
It would be that simple. But until it 
has been done that simply, don’t expect 
cuts in federal spending, certainly not the 
cuts President Johnson has been talking 
about. 
There is only one way to shrink federal 
spending — make the federal departments 
live inside the total anticipated reve­ 
nue. Give the spenders “somewhat less 
funds” to spend. 
Don’t ask them what they. Tell them 
what they’re going to get. 


Try Not to Think About It 


This Is no time to be churlish about 
the federal government’s belated admis­ 
sion that it has been overtaxing us. 
Our misgivings about the federal gov­ 
ernment’s failure to admit it has been 
overspending even more than it has been 
overtaxing are out of place at this mo­ 
ment of joy. 
Similarly out of place are our misgiv­ 
ings about the general taxing picture at 
this moment in the progress of the Re­ 
public. There is an argument that goes 
like this: If the federal government would 
quit bleeding the citizenry it could afford 
to pay higher local taxes for its own di­ 
rect benefit 


SOMETHING could be done about the 
absurdity of federal spending for missiles 
that never fly, roads that go nowhere, 
weapons that don’t work, buildings that 
aren’t needed and bureaucrats standing 
on one another’s shoulders while cities 
and townships scrounge for money to 
building schoohouses and pave highways. 
The American people could help them­ 
selves to some of the things they need, 
like humane care for mental patients and 
adequate allowances for the families of 
jobless breadwinners, if their federal gov- 
Relaxation 


Some well - meaning Japanese have 
thrown New York City’s water-saving of­ 
ficials into a panic by recommending deep 
baths for relaxation. “Fill up the tub and 
sink in,” said the Japanese. “Nothing like 
it for relaxation.” 
This was dynamite in a city having a 
water shortage. “Keep out of water-filled 
tubs,” warned the commission of water, 
gas and electricity. “Read a good book. 
go to the movies. But go easy on water.” 
How do you relax, Dear Reader: Ev­ 
erybody has a secret. What’s yours? 
We are talking about natural relaxation 
—without drugs, alcohol, or other external 
help. Such thingj are not relaxation; they 
are forms of anesthesia. 
Natural relaxation is from the inside 
out. 


SOME OF US are lucky. We don’t seem 
to need any special help to relax. We 
have a problem in the other direction. 
We need special help to get twitchy and 
•upercharged. 
Under ordinary circumstances, we have 
to fight relaxation, not seek it. This is 
particularly applicable to the problem 
some unlucky people have about going to 
sleep. 
They cannot dope off without the aid of 
a pill, plugs in their ears, black masks 
over their faces, music, or some external 
assistance. Insomnia plagues them the 


eminent would quit trying to buy friends 
with foreign aid to Hottentots.

Second, it has not been demonstrated 
that private spending, after local and state 
taxes plus changes in federal taxes have 
taken out their bite, will be measurably 
stimulated. 
If it isn’t stimulated and lf the federal 
spending rate continues at deficit levels, 
all the United States will have accom­ 
plished with this daring ploy in theiretical 
economy booming is to add to its gross 
public debt, which had reached $309,330,- 
175,882 at the close of business last Tues­ 
day, up nearly $6 billion from one year 
ago.

Pilot Shortage Worries Airlines

Just as commercial aviation 
is showing a profit and airline 
executives 
are less 
worried 
about filling their planes, they 
are becoming 
disturbed over 
who will fly 
them In the 
n e x t f e w 
years. 
T h i s 
country 
I s 
running out of 
pilots, as well 
a s 
f l i g h t 
crews, ground 
victor Ric§«i 
c r e w s and 
other skilled personnel needed 
to get the big craft into the air 
on the eve of the supersonic 
jet era. 
• 
There will be at least 100,000 
good paying jobs looking for 
takers in this field — on the 
ground and in the air—before 
1970. And that old devil auto­ 
mation—the jet—has done it. 
Where 
men 
feared 
there 
would be fewer jobs, there will 
be thousands more. Where once 
men fought and went on strike 
to make certain they’d have 
seats in the flight deck of the 
new jets — now they’ll be look­ 
ing for flying colleagues. And 
there is real danger they won’t 
be found. 


THIS MAY BE the Industry 
of tomorrow, but today it faces 
the problem of replacing more 
than 60 per cent of its pilots 
and ground crews before 1970. 


On this I have the word of no 
less an authority than Najeeb 
Halaby, administrator of the 
Federal 
Aviation 
A g e n c y 
(FAA). I asked the FAA chief 
why he believed it so difficult 
to find men when the pay is 
as good as it is. 
“A number of factors have 
contributed to this belief,” Hal­ 
aby told me. “1716 military 
services have reduced their 
pilot training program to a lev­ 
el barely sufficient to suit their 
current demands. Reduction in 
the number of manned aircraft 
in the military services has also 
reduced the requirement for 
flight and ground support per­ 
sonnel. Consequently they are 
training far fewer of these 
skills. 
The military services also 
have embarked on an extensive 
program to encourage their 
highly trained men to stay in 
service until retirement age. 


“THESE FACTORS, coupled 
with what appears to be a to­ 
tally inadequate number of men 
being trained by our public and 
private schools for jobs in the 
aviation professions and trades, 
have greatly reduced the num­ 
ber of trained men ami women 
normally available to civil avi­ 
ation employers.” 
This nation is running out of 
pilots, because the big supply of 
flying men who came out of 
World War II and the Korean 


conflict are learning that time, 
too, is supersonic. They are 
getting older. The average age 
of the 14,700 airline pilots now 
flying is 40.3 years. Among the 
skilled mechanics and techni­ 
cians the average age is 40 
years. 


THE COMPULSORY retire­ 
ment age of 60 for pilots will 
leave the field short of flying 
captains sooner than the public 
thinks. 
“In the case of pilots who 
face mandatory retirement at 
age 60,” Halaby said, “we can 
predict that on the basis of re­ 
tirement for age alone, with no 
allowances for illness or other 
causes that might remove them 
from flying, 63 per cent will 
have to retire in the next 20 
years. The bulk of these age 
retirements will occur in . . . 
less than IO years. And it takes 
an average minimum of IO 
years 
to 
make 
an 
airline 
captain.” 
For some airlines, IO years is 
too long to wait. Trans World 
Airlines and Pan American Air­ 
ways already are beating the 
bushes for good men. 
TWA, whose business was up 
34 per cent last year over 1962, 
has just rehired 170 furloughed 
pilots,’co-pilots and flight engi­ 
neers. e airline now is seek­ 
ing another 350 crew men and 
will hire 600 additional hostess­ 
es before the year is over. 


Pan American is in the pro­ 
cess of recalling all the pilots it 
furloughed in the last five years 
—and will seek others. It has 
just taken back 240 pilots who 
had been laid off and has hired 
30 aviators who never worked 
for PAA. 


OTHER LINES are beginning 
to run short. This problem hit 
us later than it did Europe, 
which has been facing it for a 
year. Nations there had either 
small air forces 
and crews 
which were wiped out or no air 
forces at all. The British now 
have begun training young men 
in special schools for civil 
aviation. 
In this country the FAA has 
set up a Future Flight Man­ 
power Study Board made up of 
seven specialists, i n c l u d i n g 
President Al J. Hayes of the 
Machinists’ Union. The group is 
led by Dan Kimball, former sec­ 
retary of the Navy and now 
board chairman of Aerojet Gen­ 
eral Corp. 
The committee will try to 
find the answers and the means 
of training flying men and 
women. 
Their problem • finding men 
for a hundred thousand jobs— 
is startling enough. But just as 
dramatic is the fact that auto­ 
mation — the “curse” of the 
labor movement — can make 
manpower shortages.

cause the Su­ 
preme Court has cast doubt on 
the legality of the election of 
nearly all present members of 
the House of Representatives. 
Congrss is faced with a real 
dilemma. Do the members of 
the House of Representatives 
now hold their offices legally? 
The Supreme Court has de­ 
clared that the systems in use in 
several states for choosing the 
members of the House are in­ 
valid. A point made in the min­ 
ority opinion of Justice Harlan 
has caused much uncertainty 
and uneasiness. He said that 
the decision impugns the validi­ 
ty of the election of 398 repre­ 
sentatives from 37 states, and 
that this leaves “A ‘Constitu­ 
tional’ House of 37 members 
now sitting.” 
The Supreme Court added to 
the dilemma this week when it 
ordered the congressional dis­ 
tricts in Texas re-drawn but left 
the door open for postponement 
of such action until after this 
year’s elections. 
This raises the question of 
whether the successful candi­ 
dates in the present districts in 
that state—which by the court’s 
ruling are “unconstitutional”— 
can legally become members of 
the House of Representatives. 


MEMBERS of Congress are 
puzzled what to do about it. 
Hwy realize that lawsuits can 
be instituted questioning the 
validity of many statutes passed 
by this and preceding 
Con­ 
gresses. 
Under the Constitution, it has 
hitherto 
b e e n supposed, at 
course, that Congress and the 
state legislatures alone could 
decide on how districts should 
be apportioned. Now, since the 
Supreme Court has stepped in 
and assumed jurisdiction, all 
methods of electing members of 
Nm House ai Representatives re­ 


main subject at any time to 
legal disputes and judicial in­ 
tervention. 
Congress has the power to 
take away such cases from the 
Supreme Court. In 1868 a law 
was passed which undertook to 
deprive the Supreme Court of 
jurisdiction in Habeas corpus 
cases. President Andrew John­ 
son vetoed the measure, but it 
was passed over his veto. The 
Supreme Court itself in 1869 up­ 
held the constitutionality of this 
same law. 
Many lawyers, therefore, now 
are urging that a law be passed 
removing the whole reappor­ 
tionment process from the hands 
of the supreme court 


THE PROPOSAL has gained 
considerable momentum in view 
of the minorith opinion written 
by Justice Harlan in the court’s 
recent decision. He insisted that 
the Supreme Court overstepped 
its authority in the first place 
and should never have ruled as 
it did on the reapportionment 
case. He declared: 
“I had not expected to witness 
the day when the Supreme 
Court of the United States would 
render a decision which casts 
grave doubt on the constitution­ 
ality of the composition of the 
House of Representatives. It is 
not an exaggeration to say that 
such is the effect of today’s 
decision. The court’s holding 
that the Constitution requires 
states to select representatives 
either by elections-at-large or 
by elections in districts com­ 
posed “as nearly as practicable* 
of equal population places in 
jeopardy the seats of almost all 
the members of the present 
House of Representatives.” 
Unquestionably, there are In­ 
equities in the way some dis­ 
tricts are apportioned. Political 
parties have often misused the 
power of apportionment when 
they have had a majority in 
the state legislatures, and some 
states have not been equally 
districted on a population basis. 
But there is a remedy for such 
a wrongful use of power by the 
state legislatures. 


CONGRESS HAS the power 
under the constitution to pre­ 
scribe that the states shall set 
up congressional districts that 
are equal in population, and 
for a period of about 50 years 
did impose this requirement. 
Later it was eliminated to per­ 


mit the states to find their own 
solution. 
Should the people feel that 
any state legislature or Congress 
is misusing or abusing the pow­ 
er of 
apportioning districts, 
there can be recourse to a con­ 
stitutional amendment. 
This could set up a system 
that would require state legisla­ 
tures to modify their formulas 
according to certain basic prin­ 
ciples of population distribution. 
Certainly there is widespread 
objection to leaving the matter 
to the Supreme Court to handle. 
This very point was made by 
Justice Felix Frankfurter in one 
of the early opinions in a reap­ 
portionment case before the 
high court, when he said that if 


Congress failed In exercising Its 
powers, “the remedy ultimately 
lies with the people.” 
He supported the view that 
these are matters from which 
the judiciary “has been exclud­ 
ed by the clear intention of the 
Constitution,” and thus are “po­ 
litical” questions in which the 
Supreme Court ought not to 
interfere. 
They remain political today 
but a remedy can be found to 
handle the inequities. Until a 
satisfactory program has been 
developed, h o w e v e r , many 
members of Congress feel that 
the Supreme Court ought not 
to be permitted to interfere and 
cast doubt on the validity of 
pust elections.

Use a steel brush (caution— 
do not use a NEW steel brush 
as the bristles are coated with 
a film of oil to prevent them 
from rusting, and this oil film 
will stain light colored brick). 
Liquid cleaning is not recom­ 
mended for these types of bricks 
as the smoke and dirt tend to 
dissolve and will soak into the 
porous brick. 
Brisk rubbing with a clean 
steel brush is the only recom­ 
mended method for removing 
smoke stains from this category 
of soft bricks.

NEW YORK (AP) — “Happi­ 
ness is not a worthy end,” re­ 
marked Edward D. Stone, who 
has been haunted by beauty all 
his life. 


‘‘Everybody 
runs 
through 
emotional cycles, depending on 
his nature, which may range 
from suicidal despair to esctatic 
exultancy.” 
To Stone, who has been ac­ 
claimed as America’s greatest 
living architect, the best an­ 
swer to the challenge of exist­ 
ence 
is the dedication 
that 
comes with creative work. 
“I feel sorry for people who 
■pend their lives doing nothing 


but baying eggs for three cents 
and selling them for five cents. 
They only do this to get money 
to buy more enjoyment for 
themselves and their families,” 
Stone said. 
“But creative work is absorb­ 
ing in itself, and material gain 
is a byproduct, not the main 
end. The thrill of creation is the 
greatest of all.” 
Stone, a tall, courtly, broad- 
browed man of 62. started the 
study of architecture in his 
youth in Fayetteville, Ark., a 
town which he whimsically says

bed of tranquility.” 
Since then the scope of his 
output has been tremendous 
and worldwide. It includes the 
famed U.S. Embassy in India; 
a $20-million hospital in Peru; 
hotels in Panama and Lebanon; 
museums, dormitories, libraries 
cultural centers, factories, phar­ 
maceutical laboratories, civic 
buildings, banks, private homes 
and a monastery. 
At present he and his staff of 
200 assistants are planning or 
completing work on a dozen 
projects. Among them are sev­ 
eral buildings at the New York 
World’s Fair, including two rel­ 
igious pavilions, the Tulsa Civic 
Center, the Huntington Hartford 
Gallery’ of Modern Art here, and 
the proposed cultural center in 
Washington, D.C., honoring the 
late President John F. Kennedy. 
Stone, a determined indivi­ 
dualist, puts the stamp of his 
own personality on every build­ 
ing designed by his firm. 
Here is how he views his art: 
“Ugliness is sinful, because, 
like sin, ugliness reflects a 
grossness of mind and a poverty 
of spirit, a robot-like material­ 
ism that implies a denial of a 
bridge to the angels, a glimpse 
of perfection. 
“Great art is the result of 
peace, prosperity and leisure. 
We have all these things, but 
our country hasn’t yet reached 
the philosophical point where 
we want to leave a heritage of 
loveliness to future times. 
“A hero of mine, Frank Lloyd 
Wright, used to say, ‘Love your 
work, love your wife, love the 
truth.’ To this I would only add, 
‘Love God—that’s all there is to 
life.”’

VEGETABLES 
One whole fish (2tt to 3 lbs.), 
Va cup olive oil, 2 medium 
small onions cut in thin strips 
(I cup), 2 large carrots cut in 
thin strips (I cup), 4 ribs celery 
cut in thin strips (iy4 cups), 
seasoning salt, salt and pep­ 
per, Va cup minced parsley, pap­ 
rika. 
Have fish cleaned and boned; 
wash and dry. In a 10-inch skil­ 
let heat the olive oil; add the 
onions, carrots and celery and 
mix well. 
Cover and cook over mode­ 
rate heat, stirring several times 
until onions are wilted but not 
brown, about 5 minutes. Add 
seasoning salt to taste. 
Turn about half the vegetables 
with some of the oil onto a 
sheet of heavy foil in a shallow 
pan; arrange fish over vegeta­ 
bles. Sprinkle fish with salt and 
pepper, and stuff it with re­ 
maining vegetables and parsley. 
It’s not necessary to skewer fish 
closed. Pour remaining oil from 
skillet over top of fish. Sprinkle 
with paprika. 
Bake in a hot ((425 degrees) 
oven about 30 minutes or until 
fish flakes when tested with a 
fork and top is browned. Makes 
4 servings. 


SWEET TWISTS 
One and one-half cups sifted 
flour, 
Mr cup enriched white 
corn meal, 2 tablespoons sugar, 
3 tablespoons baking powder, I 
teaspoon salt, Va cup shorten­ 
ing, 1-3 cup milk, 1-3 cup orange 
juice, orange filling. 
Sift together the flour, corn 
meal, sugar, baking powder and 
salt. Cut in shortening with a 
pastry blender until particles 
are fine. Gradually add milk, 
then orange juice, stirring light­ 
ly until mixture is dampened. 
(If necessary, add a little more 
milk to make a soft dough.)

according to officials at the 
Ohio Agricu ltu ral Ex periment 
Station. 
Scientists, working in pro­ 
grams of both basic and ap­ 
plied research at the Station, 
reported significant f i n d i n g s 
du ring 1963. 
Dairy scientists fou nd that a 
redu ction in digestibility of for­ 
ages as they matu red was the 
greatest single factor affecting 
the feeding v alu e of these rou gh­ 
ages when fed to dairy cattle. 
By u sing care du ring harv est to 
maintain a highly digestible ra­ 
tion, indications are that in­ 
creases of 1500 to 2000 pou nds 
of milk per head abov e av erage 
produ ction cou ld resu lt. T h i s 
cou ld mean an increase of $60 
to $80 in net retu rn per cow per 
y ear for the dairy indu stry . 


RESEARCHERS IN THE de­ 
partments of agricu ltu ral en­ 
gineering and agronomy report 
that certain acceptable tillage 
sy stems tested at the Station 
can decrease the cost of grow­ 
ing an acre of corn from $13.20 
an acre to $8. This prov ides 1.75 
man hou rs per acre, and y et 
can increase produ ction by an 
av erage of 5 bu shels per fi'v e. 
Tillage, planting, and cu ltiv ation 
costs on the acreage planted to 
corn in 1960 wou ld be redu ced 
to $27 million and wou ld pro­ 
du ce $17 million more corn. To­ 
tal v alu e of su ch a program to 
Ohio farmers wou ld be $35 mil­ 
lio n a y ear. 
A scientist in the department 
of agronomy perfected a dev ice, 
called the Beta Ray G a u g e , 
Which makes it possible to stu ­ 
dy the water balance 
within

plant cells. This techniqu e is a means that in Ohio alone, there 
major breakthrou gh in the stu - j will be nearly 12 million cu st- 
dy of plant phy siology . 
Many food flav ors come from 
v olatile flav or compou nds which 
hav e a low boiling point. Work­ 
ers in the department of horti­ 
cu ltu re hav e dev eloped a dev ice 
to separate and measu re thes 
materials. The total amou nts of 
these chemicals are small; a 
qu art and a half of t o m a t o 
ju ice y ields only two drops of 
the actu al v olatiles. These two 
drops are highly complex , how­ 
ev er, and contain at least 40 
different compou nds, possibly 
more. 
These resu lts represent a ma­ 
jor adv ance in qu ality control 
work with ou r food su pply . At 
the same time, researchers in 
the department of dairy technol­ 
ogy discov ered 
that similar 
compou nds hav e distinctiv e fla­ 
v ors to milk. 


NUTRITIONISTS at the Sta­ 
tion hav e dev ised a method for 
forage ev alu ation which m a y 
lead qu ickly to a forage testing 
program. The techniqu e inv olv ­ 
es u sing laboratory equ ipment 
to stu dy the rate of digestion of 
forages. More precise determi­ 
nations are possible with th e 
laboratory test than the slower 
and more costly process of 
feeding the forages to liv e ani­ 
mals. Thu s, in a sense, the 
cow’s stomach has been replac­ 
ed by a laboratory test tu be, at 
least for forage analy ses. 
When entirely perfected, the 
test cou ld be applied to any for­ 
age, resu lting in better nu tri­ 
tion for the animals to which it 
wou ld be fed, and u ltimately in 
better animal produ cts for con-

Good Vision Is Important 


! How good are your eyes? 


' If 
you’re 
a 
gambler, 
you 


fould win money betting that 


the other guy has defective vis­ 
ion. On the basis of statistics, 
tfie chances are slightly more 
f 
an one in two that something 
wrong with your eyes. 
( Close to 80 million Amtricans 
wear glasses. There are at least 
fwo million who have inade­ 
quate vision even with glasses, 
and about one million are blind. 


Every year another 30,000 Am­ 


ericans become blind. 


THERE ARE MANY popular 
misconceptions and myths a b ­ 
out vision. Some of them are 
discussed in Today’s Health, the 
magazine of the American Me­ 
dical Association. 


Ophthalmologists 
(physicians 
who specialize in eye care) us­ 
ually agree that there is no such 
thing as eye strain. Those pains 


and discomforts that sometimes 
follow long hours of watching a 
jumpy television screen actually 
are due to eye fatigue. Y o u r 
eyes need to rest, too. 


Children do not outgrow cross­ 
ed eyes, and this condition shou­ 
ld be treated as early as pos­ 
sible. Otherwise some loss of 
sight could result. 


GOOD VISION 
is important 
to safe driving of an auto, but 
perfect vision is by no means 
required. The driver who has 
a few drinks under his belt is 
much more dangerous than the 
nearsighted driver whose defect 
is 
reasonably 
well 
corrected 
with glasses. 


Carrots do not improve the 


vision. Carrots contain vitamin! 


A, but only a very small am-| 


ount of it is needed and it is' 


j found in many of the foods we 
¡eat, as well as carrots. 
The most common of the ser­ 
ious 
eye diseases, 
glaucoma, 
cannot be cured, but it usually 
¡can be arrested by treatment, 
and further loss of vision can 
be prevented. Regular checkups 
for glaucoma are most import­ 
ant, particularly to those past 
40. 


CATARACTS, a lens disorder 
occurring most often in older 
people, can usually be correct­ 
ed by surgical treatment. Loss 
' of vision from a forming catar­ 
act can be slow and sometimes 


isn’t noticed by the patient at 


first. 


Children should have t h e i r 


first medical eye examination at 


the age of three or four, a n d 


should be re-examined 
e a c h 


year. The small child may have 


grossly defective vision and not 


know it. This can wreak havoc 
with his schooling, in that he 
may not be able to read his 
textbooks, or to see the black­ 
board. 
Many a child 
labeled 
stupid by teachers and parents 
was later found to be nearsight­ 
ed. 
What can you do to protect 
your vision? 
The most important thing is 
to have regular eye examina - 


tions, preferably once a year. 


And make certain that every­ 


one in your family gets a reg­ 


ular checkup, particularly 
the 


children. Any noticeable change 


in vision also is a clear tip-off 


that something is happening to 


your sight and that an exam­ 


ination is needed. 


Brighter and better tomatoes 
will come to you through ap­ 
plication of the science of gen­ 
etics. Scientists are producing 
redder tomatoes by transferring 
a 
specific gene into selected 
varieties. And other genes are 
being manipulated to increase 
the vitamin content of the to­ 
mato.

Volcano Calms, 
Routed Chileans 
Return to Homes 
TEMUCO, Chile (AP)-Vlllar- 
rica v olcano in sou thern Chile 
seemed to be calming down to­ 
day , and some of the 30,000 peo­ 
ple rou ted by its eru ptions were 
retu rning home. 
For the v illagers of Conaripe, 
hardest hit by Villarrica’s fury , 
there were only mud-cov ered 
ru ins of what had been a scenic 
spot in this Andean resort area. 
Of Conaripe’s 
population of 
138, police said three persons 
were dead and 22 missing after 
v olcanic eru ptions Monday sent 
an av alanche of mu d and rock 
roaring 
down 
the 
9,325-foot 
mou ntain, bu ry ing the town. 
The unofficial toll for the rav ­ 
aged area 6 0 miles around the 
peak was 22 killed and 35 miss­ 
ing. A spokesman at rescue 
headquarters set up in Temuco, 
60 miles northwest of the v ol­ 
cano, said the number may 
rise as reports come in.

began 
spewing 
flame, smoke and lav a early 
Monday . The eruptions kept up 
most of Tu esday but by night 
the bu rsts of flame spurting 
from the crater were less fre­ 
qu ent a * less intense.

Tbe ju rors are considering six 
weeks of testimony on gov ern­ 
ment charges that Hoffa, presi­ 
dent of the International Team­ 
sters Union, aided and abetted 
fiv e other men on trial with him 
in try ing to fix the 1962 ju ry 
which tried him on a conspiracy 
charge in Nashv ille.

ju ry , 
which three ju rors or prospec­ 
tiv e ju rors were ex cu sed on 
grou nds that someone tried to 
contact them, nev er was able to 
agree. 
The ju dge instru cted the ju ­ 
rors Tu esday that Hoffa cannot 
be conv icted u nless at least one 
of the others also is fou nd 
gu ilty .
